CHICAOO, July 10.—The decks were all 


cleared for ballottlng last night so that 
when the Democratic national convention 
Vet this morning the contest could begin. 


It was anticipated lost night that the 


leal struggle would begin with those dele- 
gate* who had been wrought up to an 
intense pitch over the sensational devel- 
opments of yesterday when the Bryan 
wave swept through the convention and 
threatened for a time to stampede it then 
•nd there. It disturbed all calculations 
and has thrown the ranks of other candi- 
dates into confusion. 


The day opened with a continuance of 


that delioiously cool weather which has 
attended the convention from the start. 
Light fleecy clouds kept off the (lore of 
the ran from the great crowd* which 
were early on the march toward* con- 
vention hall. 


The sensation* yesterday and last night 


had been contagious both within and 
without the hall and the public at large 
was eager to see it* expected develop- 
ments when the convention opened today. 
Chairman White and other executive 
officer* conferred early as to the desira- 
bility of closing the door* agairst the un- 
ruly crowd, in caseot a repetition of the 
disorder and discourtsey of last night 
when senator* Tnrpie, Vest and other* 
ware making nominating speeches and 
battling in vain against the confusing 
aolse of hurrahs and cat-call*. 


While there was no disposition to check 


expression of exhuberont feeling 
at 


proper moments yet there was a deter- 
mination not to permit it to take abso- 
lute control of the convention and pre- 
vent the transaction of business. 
The 


ruih at the door* was greater than it ho* 
been at any previous session. 


A* the balloting was about to begin it 


Was ftlt that one of two conditions 
would be shown, either that the enthu- 
siastic element would dominate and 
•wing the delegates into line at once or 
•Is* that a condition would show up 
which would make a protracted dead 
look inevitable. The Bryan force* were 
•arly making the most of the phenome- 
nal rise of the young orator from Ne- 
braska yesterday. 


The adjournment at midnight gave the 


leader* and other candidates opportunity 
to rally their forces and served to give a 
few hours in which cool counsel could 
prevail against the wave of sentiment 
whipped up to a high tide last night. 
Bryan remained away from convention 
after concluding his speech yesterday. He 
conferred lost night and early this morn- 
Ing with the leaders in charge of his 
Interests and advised them the stepe to be 
taken. 


The Bland managers while admitting 


the danger of the Bryan movement de- 
clared it wo* the result of adroit general- 
ship. The Bland men still held their 
strongholds Missouri, Arkansas, Illinois 
and Texas and were hopeful of winning 
accessions from the South after the first 
ballot. 


The Bolts and Mathew forces were sat- 


isfied that po nomination could be made 
on the early ballots and that Bland and 
Bryan would disappear after their full 
strength had been registered and found 
insufficient to nominate. The lesser can- 
didate* were playing a waiting game. 


Great Interest wo* centered in the 


course of New York and other gold dele 
Cations. 
Their conferences foiled to 


bring about the determination to bolt but 
the purpose on the part of New York to 
refrain from taking port in t^e ballot had 
an omnious suggest)veness. Coupled with 
this was the report that many eastern 
XteiEWratic newspapers had declared 
•gainst the sliver platform adopted.

Silver leader* did not seek to belittle 


the Importance of this attitude of the 
press. Little or no calculation was made 
for the Vice Presidential nomination, all 
interest centering in the first place. 


There being 930 votes in the convention 


620 will constitute a two-third* majority. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas, was of the 


opinion before the convention was called 
to order that nothing beyond balloting 
•will be done today, and that the nomina- 
tion will be made today or tomorrow. In 
regard to Friday being a day of ill omen 
he ««ld "Columbus discovered America 
on Friday and there is nothing supersti- 
tiou* about a Democrat." 


Consternation was supreme in the gold 


ranks early this morning when it was 
learned that Hill would not be present 
and the New Yorkers were furious over 
the matter. The reason given for hid ab- 
sence was illness. '"Then ho ought to 
come on bed," said Ex. Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Sheehan. "Hill should be sent for 
immediately," said Senator Canter. "If 
we are going to have a vote let's have it 
but don't let'* have a semblance of such a 
thing and sit here like fools." 


The gold situation this morning was 


touchy and exciting. The announcement 
that Governor Pattison, Pennsylvania's 
candidate, was for the platform called 
forth much discussion. Then Hill's ab. 
sence created a furore and finally came 
sweeping rumors that there would be a 
new convention, a gold platform and a 
gold ticket. 


Whitney voiced the situation this morn- 


ing when he said "We have already taken 
means toward the accomplishment of an 
end. We shall know within thirty hours 
just what the people want us to do and we 
shall do it." 


"Will there be a gold ticket nominated?" 
"That depends upon the action of the 


committee appointed at the meeting Sat- 
urday. We provided for a committee ot 
one from each gold state who should upon 
his return home feel the pulse of his 
people and report to Senator Gray of 
Delaware, his finding*. Using those find- 
ings aa a basis we will come to a judg- 
ment a* to the advisibility of presenting a 
ticket and a Democratic platform." 


Soon after 10 o'clock Governor Altgeld 


arrived looking refreshed and earnest. At 
that time bnt few notables had put in an 
appearance. A Bole* banner with an oil 
portrait was paraded through the aisles 
bnt elicited only faint applause. 


Shortly before eleven Ex-Secretory 


Whitney arrived and was warmly greeted 
by his fellow members. 
Chairman 


Harrity was in his place at about the 
same time and was soon surrounded by 
excited crowds of delegates. 
Active 


caucusing was underway among the Iowa 
delegation. 


Chairman White who presided today 


arrived on the scene at 10.45. 
The ab* 


sence of prominent gold men wo* notice- 
able at this hour and somewhat sugges* 
tive. Hill was absent bnt the rumor was 
circulated about that hi* absence wo* oc- 
casioned by sickness. 


The convention was called to order at 


11.57 eastern time and prayer wo* offered 
by Rev. Dr. Green of Iowa a* at yester. 
day's session. 


A sensation was created at the very first 


moment of the session by the stotemen- 
reportad aa coming from the New York 
delegation that Hill had withdrawn from 
the convention. Hi* associates DeLancey 
Nicoli and Frances Bartlett were organ- 
izing the delegate* at the time of opening 
the convention. They held a hurried con- 
ference and were arranging to leave the 
hall in a body. 


After the opening prayer Chairman 


White announced the convention still on 
the call of state* for nominations. There 
upon Harrity of Pennsylvania, chairman 
of the national committee, mounted a 
chair and placed Ex-Governor Pattison in 
nomination. This evidence that Pennsyl- 
vania wonld stand by the platform and 
participate in the nominations drew a cry 
of delight from the silver men and Patti 
son'* name got a swinging round of 
applause. 


Mattingly, of the District of Columbia 


seconded McLeans' nomination and dele 
gate Miller of Oregon added to the nomi- 
nation the name of Sylvester Pennoyer. 
The names of Blond, Bryan, Boies, Black- 
burn, Matthews, McLean, Pottison and 
Pennoyer were then before the conven- 
tion. 


Tne First Ballot. 


Immediately after the presentation of 


Pennoyer'* name the first ballot was taken 
with the following results: Bland 234: 
Boies 67; Bryan 129; Matthews 37; Black- 
burn 81; Pattison 96; McLean 54; Tillman 
17; Pennoyer 8; Teller 8; 
Russell 2, 


Stevenson 2; Campbell 1; Hill 1; Absent 
not voting 193. (Unofficial.) 


New Jersey created the first sensation, 


McDermott shouting from his chair that 
the state of New Jersey respectfully 
decline* to vote. This was. greeted with 
hisses. The gold adherents in the gal- 
leries attempted to drown the disapproval 
with cheers bnt were unsuccessful. 


New York was listened for as a crucial 


point on its action the eastern democracy 
depending for their key note. Ex-Gover- 
nor Flower mode a statement to the effect 
that New York refused to vote while the 
platform is in its present shape. A great 


body of New York's adherents in the gal- 
leries sent up a storm of approval. Other 
cries were heard among them "Put 'em 
out." 


The call of Connecticut's name was fol- 


lowed by silence. After a short time Ex- 
Governor Walles arose and shouted that 
only two of Connectlcuts votes would bo 
cast and those were for Russell. Alaba- 
ma wanted very much to cast five votes 
for Russell but under the unit rule could 
not, and the 22 votes of that state went 
for Boies 


California's vote was scattered. Dela- 


ware favored Pattison. 
Bryan's Brst 


cheer came with the announcement that 
Georgia's solid vote was for him. The 
announcement that Illinois gave 48 votes 
for Bland was loudly cheered. 


Louisiana was solid for Bryan, Maine 


gave five for Bryan and two for Pattison' 
Delegate Hamilton asked that Massachu- 
setts be passed on as the chairman and 
vice chairman of the delegation were 
absent. 
Ten gold men from Michigan 


refused to vote. 
There was great enthu- 


siasm when the Nebraska delegation 
announced that its sixteen voters were 
for the silver knight of the west William 
Bryan. 


New Hampshire gave one vote for Pat- 


tison, her other seven delegates declining 
to vote. 


Mississippi was for Bryan and Missouri, 


of course, gave her vote for Bland. There 
was great cheering when Missouri was 
reached. 


Oregon cast eight votes for Pennoyer 


and Pennsylvania her 64 for Pattison amid 
deafening yells from the gallery. South 
Carolina gave her seventeen votes for 
Tillman while the crowd hissed. 


There was a big row when Wisconsin 


was called and General Bragg announced 
he was instructed by the majority of the 
delegation to oast no vote. 
A silver 


delegate challenged this and demanded 
the roll call. Nineteen of the delegates 
refused to vote, one voted for Blackburne 
and four for Bland. 
A ruling by the 


chairman at this time showed that the 
two-thirds vote would be required to 
nominate.

was nominated on the fifth ballot. 


The necessary number of votes was fin- 


ally given him by the change of Okla- 
homa's vote. 


Bryan's vote was 533.

THE SHOE BUSINESS. 


What a Local Manufacturer 


Has to Say 


About It. 


IT IS GOOD AT PRESENT. 


But No One Can Tell How Long It will 


Last. Frequent Change* of Styles 


Make Trouble. Modern Feat- 


ure rs or the Business. 


The Dry Goods Chronicle, published in 


New York, has the following to say about 
the shoe industry: 


"A large portion of the leading eastern 


shoe manufacturers have had a successful 
season, and orders enough to keep them 
running until September 1 to 15 have 
already been booked. 
Duplicate and 


"hurry" orders from regular trade will no 
doubt be received during July and August 
to bring the dull season which so uiiuiy 
dread well up to the time for fall business 
to open. 


"Notwithstanding the fact that the 


season just passed has tar exceeded the 
hopes of some of the less sanguine makers 
as to the amount ot business done, the 
factory proprietors all have a 'kick 
coming.' 


"And a very serious one it is, too. They 


say that, owing to increase in the number 
of lasts and patterns made necessary by 
constantly changing styles, and to fiercer 
conpetition than has marked any previous 
season, no money has been made by man- 
ufacturers. Of course, this is an exagger- 
ated statement, which will hardly hold 
water if assailed too strongly, but the 
fact remains that profits have been figured 
so closely that one or two, good-sized 
failures would gut the maker's balance 
for the season on the wrong side of the 
ledger. In the opinion of several leaders 
Ip the local trade shoes will be higher 
when the fall business opens, at least in 
the cheaper grades, where, say these 
individuals, the present margin is so low 
as to make it impossible at present selling 
prices to stand even a fractional advance 
in leather." 


The above was shown one of the local 


manufacturers and he said that some of 
the statements at least, were very true, 
especially those referring to changes in 
styles, etc. 


Bo far as the shoe business in this city is 


concerned, the manufacturer said that 
badness picked up In May, after one of 
the dullest years on record, and has been 
very good since. All the shops in the 
city are now running full blast, but no 
one knows how long this will continue. 


Such orders as were formerly In by this 


time for August and September work 
have not been received and no one can 
tell whether they will be forthcoming or 
not. In former years orders Were received 
at one time for the months of June, July, 
August and September, and the manu- 
facturers felt that they had something 
they could depend on, but this year the 
goods ordered were wanted very early, 
with the result, as above stated, that the 
shops are very busy now, while the 
future is all uncertain. Much depends on 
the general business condition of the 
country, and as it .is presidential year the 
manufacturers ore apprehensive of a 
rather dull summer and fall. 


The manufacturer said the Dry Goods 


Chronicle referred to manufacturers who 
sell their product direct to retailers, and 
this the North Adams manufacturers do 
not do. They sell to the wholesale trade, 
and the conditions for selling are now 
very different from what they used to be. 
"Formerly," said the shoe man, '.'we 
could stop at a, Boston hotel two days a 
week, meet our customers and sell all the 
shoes we could make, but now every shoe 
manufacturer In North Adams has to 
have an office in Boston and keep one or 
two salesmen on duty all the time. Why, 
where this concern used to spend f 500 in 
selling its goods it now spends f 10,000. 


"But you make and sell more shoes now 


than you did then," the reporter ventured 
to suggest. 


"Of course we do," was the answer, 


"but the increase of product is not so 
great in proportion as the increase in cost 
of selling. I tell you the shoe business is 
not what it once was. When we get ord- 
ers now they are for small lots. The styles 
are constantly changing, there are almost 
as many kinds of leather as there are 
shoes, and a new color Is introduced every 
few days. The consequence Is that when 
we get an order the style is liable to change 
before we can fill It, and then the buyer 
will, if possible, find some loophole by 
which he can crawl out of the contract." 


These with other things brought out by 


the conversation 
convinced the inter- 


viewer that the manufacturer was not 
entirety without happy memories if the 
"good old days," when a shoe could not 
only be made and sold, but worn out be- 
fore going out of style. 


The quality of shoes manufactured in 


North Adams has changed materially 
within a few years and the grade Is much 
higher than it used to be. Formerly about 
all the shoes made here were women's 
sboe« of a rather coarse quality for the 
southern trade, but now men's, boys, and 
youths' shoes of a very Rood quality are 
turned out, although no very high priced 
shoes are made here. The reporter was 
shown samples of kid and crack-proof 
calf shoes of excellent quality and good 
style— shoes that will satisfy the ordinary 
demand in the best markets. North Ad- 
ams manufacturers have always had the 
reputation of making as good shoes for 
the money as any manufacturers in tlio 
country, and undoubtedly this reputation 
will be maintained. 


One gratifying bit of information 


brought out by this interview is the fact 
that the "razor-toe" has had its day and 
is about to be relegated to that oblivion 
which it so richly deserves. Doubtless 
it would never have held its own so 
ong as it has if the first makers 
had 
dreamed 
of 
the 
possibilities 


in this particular field of folly. But when 
it was imagined that a pointed shoe had 
bean produced it was soon found by com- 
paring it with a fish hook that rats of 
room had been left for the tapering off 
process, which was pushed to an extreme 


that rendered the truly fashionable foot 
covering about as uncomely and formida- 
ble as the spurs of an overgrown Shanghai 
rooster. Now, thank) to the whim whose 
only redeeming quality is its changeable- 
ness, the "toothpick" and the "razor" 
are to be restored to their proper spheres 
of usefulness and the shoes of the people 
will, fora time at least, furnish some 
faint suggestion of the shape of the 
human foot. 


It may be proper to add that the manu- 


facturer Interviewed is not responsible (br 
this little dissertation on the "razor-toe" 
beyond giving the information that it is 
now properly pointed for the first time, 
because pointed for the stage exit. 
II Is 


to be hoped that the hard times in the 
shoe business will go with it and that the 
shops may* long hum with an Industry 
whose product will be tar more pleasing 
to the eye and comfortable to the foot. 


THE GEL1NAS CASE. 


Arrested by 3 United States Deputy Mar- 


shal and Taken to Boston. 


Alfred Gelinas, the post-office clerk wko 


confessed to the theft of stamps is in the 
custody of the United States government 
and the unsympathetic hand ot the law 
is heavily upon him. Gelinas was taken 
to the court room at 5 o'clock Thursday 
afternoon, that being the hour decided 
upon for bis heariug. United States De- 
puty Marshal J. H. Waters of Boston was 
present in the interest of the government. 


The case against Gelinas for larceny 


was nol-prossed and the prisoner was ic- 
leased but only for an Instant. Mr. Waters 
Immediately arrested him on the charge 
of embezzling post office funds. Mr. Waters 
escorted Gelinas to the police station 
where he was locked In a steel cell for the 
night. He was taken to Pittsaeld this 
morning and arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Wood. 


It was understood that Gelinas would

DODGINfl DEMOCRATS. 


TBYINO TO EVADE DISCUSSION OF 


FREE TRADE THEORIES. 


OurrtncT an Offshoot of Tariff Revenue 


Only—PreMine For Prosperity and Pro- 
tection—Democracy and Disaster Unit 
Be Destroyed. 


One of the most noticeable things in 


connection with the present political 
situation is the unmistakable desire 
on the part of the metnbers^f the Dem- 
ocratic party to get away from the tariff 
issue in the coming political contest 
and to fight ont the battle on the finan- 
cial question. That some importance 
must be attached to the financial and 
money question generally no one will 
doubt 
But Republicans everywhere 


will do well to note that the importance 
of that question has been very largely 
augmented by the action of the mem- 
bers of the free trade party in their 
frantic desire to get away from the con- 
sequences which have naturally result- 
ed from their violent assault upon the 
industries of the United States. 


It will be remembered that the pres- 


ent free ta-ade and prosperity ruining 
administration was scarcely inaugurated 
before its friends and apologizers began 
to complain that the disaster and devas- 
tation which promptly spread over the 
country were not the result of the threat 
of free trade, but were due to the unsta- 
ble condition of the national finances 
and the uncertainty respecting the mon- 
ey of the land. Every effort has been 
made by the friends of the administra- 
tion to footer that idea among the peo- 
ple, and the penalty has been paid for 
that folly by the unrest which has pre- 
vailed among many of our people con- 
cerning the financial question. The dis- 
ease went beyond the control of the 
quack doctors of the administration, 
and they are now being repudiated in 
the bouse of their friends. 


But those who have held strictly to 


the fact that the principal trouble with 
our country at the present time, and the 
trouble that has upset industrial pros- 
perity in the country, is the throwing 
down of the tariff barriers which have 
stood during Republican administra- 
tions between the goods made by for- 
eign labor and those made by the labor 
of this country find no difficulty in ex- 
plaining the causes of the present con- 
ditions. The hundreds of millions of 
dollars' worth of foreign manufactured 
and unmanufactured goods which have 
entered our markets during the past two 
yearn have contributed much to reduce 
the productive ability of the American 
workingmen and also, by reducing their 
wages, lessened their power to consume 
either domestic or foreign products. 


The tremendous pressure that is being 


felt all over the country at this time in 
favor of a return to protection—ade- 
quate protection that shall preserve our 
own markets for our own people—af- 
fords abundant evidence that a vast ma- 
jority of these people of our own coun- 
try understand what the real difficulty 
with American industrial conditions is, 
and also tliat they are preparing to vote 
to change those conditions. While it is 
important that our currency shall be of 
a sound and stable character, it is of 
the greatest importance that those who 
toil shall have opportunities to do so 
and earn good wages in our currency. 
The only way to obtain these opportu- 
nities and to restore the wage conditions 
which the workingmen of the country 
enjoyed before the blight of free trade 
settled upon the industries of the land 
is to turn out the whole free trade crowd 
and restore the policy of protection. 


Industrial Independence. 


We are a continent, not an island; 


our resources are plural, not singular. 
In a speech, made in 1844, Webster said 
that he defied any one conversant with 
our early history, from 178? to 1789, to 
deny that protection was the leading 
motive in the formation of the new 
government. One of the first acts of 
congress was a tariff act, passed July 
4, 1789, and, being moderately protect- 
ive, it was a declaration of independ- 
ence from the industrial domination of 
Great Britain. 


MR. TUTTLE'S CONDITION. 


He Is Suffering from Nervous Prostration 


and Will Go to Europe. 


D. N. Tuttle, whose illness at Dover, N. 


H,, was mentioned a day or two ago, is 
suffering from nervous prostration. He 
went, accompanied by bis partner, Mr. 
Bryant, to Boston Wednesday night, and 
Thursday he went to New York to consult 
a specialist. It was decided that an ocean 
voyage would be the moat beneficial treat- 
ment and Mr. Tuttle will sail Saturday on 
the Etrurla, of the Canard line, for a six 
weeks' trip to Europe. He will be accom- 
panied by Peter McCraw, as he is in no 
condition to travel alone. Mr. Tattle's 
many friends hope he will return with hie 
health fully restored.

Combrlmn Etymology. 


Many localities retain the names origi- 


nally bestowed upon them by the Celtic 
Britons, those, for example, which have 
the prefls cum, which is the Welsh owm, a 
valley. Anderson, the-local poet, enumer- 
ates them: 


There's Cumwhitton, Cumwhinton. Cam- 


rantan, 


Cnntrnngan, Cnmrov and Cumcatch, 


And mony mair oums in the county, 
Bnt nin wi' Cnmdivock can match. 


Some of the above names, it will bs ob- 


served, havetho Anglo-Saxon "ton" super- 
added to them. 


The familiar Celtlo prefixes, pen, a hill- 


top, and caer, a fortress, appear In Penrith 
and Ponruildoak, which both signify "red 
hill," Cnrdurnock and Carlisle, or Caer- 
Lool. Durnock may bo the Gaelic dwr- 
cnoc, "water hill," or elso a proper name. 
Leol is merely a contraction of Lugnvalll- 
nm, the Roman name of Carlisle and the 
Latinized form of some unpronounceab'lo 
appellation by which the Britons desig- 
nated the site of that city. 


In Talkin wo recognize the Celtic word 


talcon, a brow, and in Castle Carrock wo 
may trace the Gaelic carragh (which means 
a large stono set on end) or the Welsh cttreg, 
a rock. 


The river names of trie county are for tho ! 


most part of Celtic origin. Thus the Irth- 
Ing, wandering orer the alluvial plain, ia 
believed to derive its nnmo from the Welsh 
gwryddu, to writhe or turn, and the Gelt, 
dashing over its bed of red sandstone, from 
the Celtic gait, a, rock. 


Of mountain names, Hclvellyn, the yel- 


low mountain; Rivclyn, tho red mountain, 
and Bleneathra, tho seat mountain (tho 
ancient nn mo of Paddleback), are Celtic. 
The Gaelic word cathair and Welsh coder 
mean a chair, and Blaen is a Welsh term 
for a hilltop, occurring in other local 
names, such as Bloncow and Blennerhas- 
set.—Gentleman's Magazine.

Chicago, July 10.—The third day's 


cession of the democratic national con- 
vention was oiled to order by Chair- 
man White at 10:52, and at that time 
the hall was densely packed, as every- 
body knew that a great struggle was 
to come on the adoption of the tree 
silver platform. 
They knew that Hill 


and Tillman were pitted against each 
other, and an exciting time was anti- 
cipated. After prayer by the Rev. Dr. 
Green of Iowa, Senator Jones took the 
platform and began reading resolu- 
tion!. The financial plank was ap- 
plauded, but for the most part little 
attention was paid to the reading. 
When the Cuban plank was read a 
Cuban flag was raised. Chairman 
Richardson ordered it lowered, and he 
was obeyed. After he had concluded 
the reading of the platform. Senator 
Jones announced that a minority re- 
port was to be submitted, and that it 
had been agreed that one hour and 
twenty minutes should be allowed on 
each side for debate. Senator Hill 
then sent to the clerk's desk the minor- 
ity report. 
The reading of the report 


was received quietly, although there 
was some cheering when the endorse- 
ment of the Cleveland administration 
was read. 


Speech of Senator Tlllmaa. 


At 11:29 Senator Tillman mounted 


the platform to deliver a fifty-minute 
speech in favor of the platform as re- 
ported by a majority of the committee. 
As he went up he was hissed and 
cheered in about equal proportions. 
His face was pale. On one lapel of 
his coat he wore a diminutive Cuban 
flap, and on the other the Tillman 
badge, the reprsentation of a pitch- 
fork. As he advanced upon the stage 
the chairman rapped and shouted for 
order, and presently the hisses and 
cheers were quieted. 
Then he spoke, 


in a voice pitched in a high key. He 
introduced himself by .srffring that 
he came before 
his 
hearers not 


as "the lying newspapers had rep- 
resented 
him to be." There was 


a burst of applause and hisses, and 
then he went on. "I came," he said, 
"from the state which was the home 
of secession." Here again he was in- 
terrupted by a storm of hisses and 
cheers, and he said: "There are only 
three things that hiss—a goose, a ser- 
pent, and a man." Then, raising his 
head and addressing the galleries, he 
shouted that the man who hissed 
Bcmth Carolina forgot the history of 
the revolution, whan that state kept 
alive the fires of liberty. 
"South 


Carolina in 1860," he said, "led the 
fight in the democratic party which 
disrupted 
it. 
Disruption brought 


about the war, and the war emanci- 
pated the black slaves. Now we are 
leading the fight to emancipate the 
white slaves." The silver men shouted 
their approval when he declared that 
th«-y were adopting a new declaration 
of independence—''10 to 1 or bust,'' 
but the storm of hisses issued forth 
again when he repudiated the denial 
that this was a sectional contest. "I 
say it 
is a sectional 
issue," he 


cried, "and it will prevail." When 
he asked if New York and Penn- 
sylvania had earned their great in- 
creases of wealth during the last de- 
cade he was answered by "yes" and 
"no" cries. 
Soon the hissing began 


again at some radical utterance and 
the South Carolina n took occasion to 
say that "four years ago the New 
York senator was hissed as I nm now." 
"Where is New York now?" he asked, 
"Where is New York's leader?" And 
from the gallery came in the cry: "In 
the soup," which brought down a. wave 
of cheers. Tillman stood waiting for 
the noise to subside, and then using 
hih hand before his month for a speak- 
ing trumpet, he shouted: "You can 
just as well understand that I am going 
to have my sav if I stay here till 
sundown." 
The chairman appealed 


for order. There were cries of "Hill, 
Hill:" and Tillman yelled: "Hill will 
follow me. I will have no reply. I 
tried to get him to go in front, but he 
would not." At 18:21 Tillman closed, 
offering a resolution denouncing the 
Cleveland administration. The hisses 
and jeers drowned the applause as he 
left the platform. 


Senator Hill'* Speech. 


At 12:33, amid the greatest demons- 


tration of the day, Senator Bill made 
his way to the platform. Some of 
the silver men cheered, hut most of 
them sat quietly in their seats. New 
York gave the tiger yell, and repeated 
it. Hill stood at the front of the plat- 
form while t he demonstration, which 
continued fully ten minutes, was go- 
lug on. The chairman made frantic 
efforts to secure order, but the cheers 
broke out again and again. When or- 
dc-r was restored the senator said: "I 
ara a democrat, but not a revolution- 
ist. 
Nothing can drive me from the 


democratic party." 
(Cheers by both 


silver and gold men.) He said that he 
would not attempt to answer the 
speech of Mr. Tillman. As it was not 
necessary to defend New York or her 
citizens. New York was the Gibraltar 
of democracy. Senator Tillman could 
not say as much of his state, which had 
attempted disruption. The conven- 
tion ought not to declare for free 
silver, norjvet ought it to be a gold- 
bug convention. (Cheers.) It ought to 
declare for international bimetalUm. It 
was as sensible to propose to do away 
with international and commercial 
treaties as to attempt to act alone en 
this important matter. Besides, the 
•ingle ratio of 16 to 1 was not the only 
p*)portion which might be right. The 
platform had not said a single word in 
f;:vor of international bimetallism. 
The senator denounced the .plank 
fuvoring the renewal of the income 
tax law. It was unwise, he said, to 
assail the supreme court. He would 
net follow such revolutionary steps. 
It was also unwise to criticize the issue 
of bonds by the administration. "Is 
this repudiation?" he asked. "What 
condition would the country now be in 
if it had not been for the issues of 
bonds?" He laid that the platform 


faUef 


lated to injure the party. He op posed 
it, for one reason, because it made the 
difficulties of the eastern democrats in 
the coming campaign too- great. He 
concluded at 1:91, amid great cheering 
from the gold delegates. He was fol- 
lowed by Senator Vilas of Wisconsin, 
who warned the silver men of the con-' 
sequences of failure to heed the pro- 
test of the minority. Senator Vilas 
was followed by ex-Gov. Russell of 
Massachusetts, who spoke in favor of 
the minority report. 


Great Ovation to Brian. 


W. J. Bryan of Nebraska made the 


closing speech for the silver men and 
when he had finished theme ensued per- 
haps the most extraordinary scene of 
this extraordinary convention. As if 
by the magic touch of a wand delega- 
tion after delegation rose in solid 
phalanx and gave vent to the most en- 
thusiastic demonstration in honor of 
the Nebraskan orator. Everybody 
stood up, even the eastern men, who 
deolared that Mr. Bryan was the most 
acceptable silver man for president. 
Westerners shouted, waved handker- 
chiefs, hats, flags, canes umbrellas and 
anything else conspicuous and porta- 
ble. 
When that pastime became too 


tame, led by delegate Galwood of 
Texas, nearly all of the silver states 
and territories and some gold states 
joined in a procession, bearing the 
state poles and marched in triumph 
around the floor. This furore con- 
tinued for a quarter of an hour. 


Tot* on the Resolution. 


When some degree of quiet was 


restored the previous • question was 
ordered on the platform and all amend- 
ments. It resulted: Yeas, 303; nays, 
626. 
The result of the roll call on the 


resolution indorsing the administra- 
tion was announced: Yeas, 357; nays, 
564; not voting and absent, 9; total, 930. 
Mr. Hill's two financial amendments 
were then voted down viva voce. At 
this point) Senator Tillman climbed 
upon the chair and stated that the 
failure to pass a resolution of com- 
mendation carried with it a vote of 
censure. 
"No brave man strikes' a 


fallen foe. I withdraw my amend- 
ment censuring the administration," 
(Cheers and hisses). Roll call on the 
adopt ion. oi the platform as reported 
by committee on resolutions result- 
ed: Ayes, 628; nave, 301. A recess was 
th en'taken until 8 p. m. 


ATTACK OX MAJORITY PLATFORM 


he Principles at the Party—Some 


•f 
the Declarations Extreme and 


Revolutionary—Fundamental Dlf- 


erence on the Honey Qneition. 


Chicago, July 10.—The following is 


the full text of the report of tha 
minority of the committee on resolu- 
tions of the democratic convention: 
"To the democratic convention: Six- 
teen delegates, constituting the minor- 
ity of the committee on resolutions, find 
many declaration in the majority report 
to which they cannot give their assent. 
Some of these are wholly unnecessary. 
Some are ill-considered and ambigu- 
ously phrased, while others are ex- 
treme and revolutionary of the well 
recognized principles of tjje party. The 
minority content themselves with this 
general expression of their dissent, 
without going into a specific statement 
of these objectionable features of the 
report of the majority. But upon the 
financial question, which engages at 
this time the chief place in public at- 
tention, the views of the majority dif- 
fer so fundamentally from what the 
minority regard as vital democratic 
doctrine as to demand a distinct 
statement of what they hold to be a 
just and true expression of democratic 
faith upon this paramount issue, as 
follows, which is offered as a substitute 
for the financial planfrs in the majority 
report: \Ve declare our*t>elief that the 
experiment on the part of the United 
States alone of free silver coinago and 
a change of the existing standard of 
value, independently of the action of 
other great nations, would not only 
imperil our finances, but retard or en- 
tirely prevent the establishment of in- 
ternational bimetallism, to which the 
efforts of the government should be 
steadily directed. It would place this 
country at once upon a silver basis, im- 
pair contracts, disturb business, dimin- 
ish the purchasing power of the wages of 
labor, and inflict irreparable evils upon 
our nation's commerce and industry. 
Until international co-operation among 
leading nations for the free coinage of 
silver can be secured, we favor the 
rigid maintenance of the existing gold 
standard as essential to the preserva- 
tion of our national credit, the redem- 
tion of our public pledges and the keep- 
ing inviolate of our country's honor. 
\Ve insist that all our paper and silver 
currency shall be kept absolutely at 
a parity with gold. The democratic 
party is the party of hard money, and 
is opposed to legal-tender paper money 
as a part of our financial system, and 
we therefore favor the gradual retire- 
ment and cancellation of all United 
States notes and treasury notes, under 
such legislative provisions as will pre- 
vent undue contraction. We demand 
that the national credit shall b» res o- 
lutely 
maintained 
at 
all 
times 


and under all circumstances. 
The 


minority also feel that the report 
of the majority is defective in failing 
to make any recognition of the hon- 
esty, economy, courage, and fidelity 
of the present democratic administra- 
tion, and they therefore offer the fol- 
lowing declaration as an amendment 
to the majority report: 
We commend 


the honesty, economy, courage, and 
fidelity of the present democratic na- 
tional administration.

Other addresses were delivered by 
Miss Kate H. Haus of St. Louis on the 
Junior Christian Endeavor society, 
and by Rev. J. Wilbur Chapman, D- 
D. , on "Some Conditions of Successful 
Service." Rev. Hugh Spencer Williams 
of Tennessee followed with an ex- 
tended address on "Our Glorious In- 
centives to Service. " At tent Endeavor 
the speakers were Rev. C, L. Work of 
Cincinnati on "Some Bible Phases of 
Prayer;" Rev. W. F. Wilson of Toronto, 
Carada, "The Joy of Soul Winning," 
and Mrs. Frances E. 
Clark, "The 


Mothers' Society of Christian Endea- 
vor." 


Mother*' Societies. 


She said that the whole object and 


purpose of the Mothers' Society of 
Christian Endeavor is really included 
in the first sentence of their pledge. 
"Trusting the Lord Jesus Christ for 
strength, I promise Him that I will 
strive to do whatever He would have 
me do, especially that I will endeavor 
to bring the children to Christ and to 
train them for Him." Surely Christian 
mothers every where desire above all 


I things to draw nearer Christ them- 
selves, and to bring their children to 
Him and train them for His service. 
Is there any better way to do this 
than by 
banding themselver to- 


gether for this very purpose? There 
are 
now a few societies in our 


own and other lands which have 
taken this name of "The Mothers' 
Endeavor society," and are regu- 
larly organized and pledged to do this 
work. There ought to be in every 
church, by whatever name it may be 
called, some organization that will ba 
in very truth a mothers' endeavor so- 
ciety, an organizationjwhose definite 
purpose should be not only prayer, but 
prayer and work for the children. 
There are already in many of our 
churches maternal associations and la- 
dies' prayer meetings, having for their 
object, in part at least, to pray for 
children. We could not have these or- 
ganizations pledge themselves definite- 
ly to do this Work in co-operation with 
the junior endeavor societies, even if 
they do not care to change their own 
name or havo a more formal organiza- 
tion. The (meetings of the maternal 
association in many churches are held 
every month, and it sometimes hap- 
pens, too, that in the course of time 
these mothers' meetings come to be 
grandmothers' meetings because the 
younger mothers do not attend, l/et 
the Mothers' society occasionally give 
a social to the juniors, and let it be the 
pleasantest social of all in the year. 
Let the mothers occasionally give the 
children a pleasant surprise in the 
shape of a new banner, or some new 
pledge cards or any other little thing 
the juniors may be needing, and a new 
link between them would be forged. 


Secretary Bner*e Report. 


[7 Secretary Baer's report was full of 
statistics of the growth of the society. 
Of the states and provinces that now 
have each over 1,000 Young People's 
societies of Christian Endeavor, Penn- 
sylvania still heads the list with 3,273; 
New York next, 3,911; Ohio, 2,311; On- 
tario has now passed to fourth place 
with 1,817; Illinois, 1,802; Indiana, 
1,358; Iowa, 1,302. These figures do 
not include the various other kinds of 
Christian Endeavor sooieties, such as 
the 
Junior, the 
Intermediate, the 


Mothers' and the Senior. There are 
now 10,085 Junior sooieties. Pennsyl- 
vania leads with 1,224; then New York 
with 1,104; Illinois, 836; Ohio, 716; Indi- 
ana, 498; Iowa, 168; Massachusetts, 
461; 
California, 
443. Pennsylvania 


will for the third time secure the 
Junior "badge" banner for t",ia largest 
gain in number of Junior societies. The 
other banner, now in the hands of the 
Asslnlboia, mnst pass to Mexico for 
the greatest proportionate increase in 
number of Junior societies. 


Intermediate Societies. 


Next in numerical strength comes 


the Intermediate society. There are 
115 of these societies enrolled, and 
many more of which there is no record. 
Illinois leads with 17 recorded. Cali- 
fornia, Indiana and Ohio each have 11 
enrolled. There are 50 of the Mothers' 
societies and 20 of the Senior, 
Illinois 


leads in both, having 21 Mothers' and 
4 Senior sooieties. 
New Hampshire 


and Pennsylvania eaoh report 3 Senior 
societies' and Kansas 11 Mothers' and 
Pennsylvania 7. All Canada has 3,292 
societies, and in foreign and mission- 
ary lands there are 6,399 societies en- 
rolled. The Dnited Kingdom has over 
1,000; Australia, over 2,000; France, 
o,; West Indies, B3; India, 128; Mexico, 
e*| Turkey, 41; Africa, 88; China, 40; 
Germany, 18; Japan, 66; Madagascar, 
•3; and so on until every country IB 
the world la represented, save three or 
four, making a grand total of 46,125 
branches. T^e "badge" banner, given 
for the greatest absolute gain in num- 
ber of young people's secietles, can 
•gain be carried back to England'! 
shores. The banner for the greatest 
proportionate gain in number of so> 
cietics for the first time crosses th* 
ocean to Scotland.

President Clark'* Addreil. 


President Clark, in his annual ad- 


dress, sketched the platform of the or- 
ganization and drew from the lessons 
of the accomplished work of the so- 
ciety inspiration for the work of the 
future. Christian Endeavor, he said, 
is a practical paradox, a reconciler of 
irreconcilable!. It has married the 
ideas of denominational fidelity and 
fellowship between 
denominations. 


These ideas have been thought by 
many to be inconsistent, if not hostile, 
and many ecclesiastics are afraid of 
the Christian Endeavor fellowship be- 
cause they fear it will weaken the fi- 
delity of the society members. But 
the society will, sooner or later, show 
them the groundlessness of their fears. 
Christian Endeavor, he continued, 
also stand* for a self-governed society 
that is yet wholly governed by its 
own church. "More and more strongly 
every year is this principle of Chris- 
tian Endeavor established, that each 
society owes allegiance to its own 
church. Some churches have taken 
advantage of this principle of subordi- 
nation to compel their Christian En- 
deavor societies to commit suicide, to 
go out of existence, or to label them- 
selves with a local or sectarian name. 
Is this entirely fair? I appeal confi- 
dently to the Christian public of* the 
future, to the sense of justice in the 
church at large, for my answer." 


Patriotism and Humanity. 


Another plank in the Christian En- 


deavor platform, Mr. Clark said, is 
'.'patriotism and humanity." 
One is 


wedded to 'the other and the union 
"means good rulers and go*d laws. It 
means the abolition of the saloon. It 
means prohibition wherever we can get 
it. It means Sabbath obierrance. It 
means inflexible opposition to all un- 
righteousness." Finally the Christian 
Endeavor platform stands for organ- 
ization and spiritual power. 
One is 


helpless without the other, but united 
they may move the world. 
"Our 


future conquest," Mr. Clark said, "is a 
question of spiritual power," and he 
urged his hearers in conclusion to 
make "spiritual power" the watch- 
word of the coming year.

At this point a mild demonstration 


ensued, gradually growing in vigor 
and effect. Suddenly in the extreme 
corner of the hall a female dressed en- 
tirely in white sprang to her feet and, 
assuming the attitude of a Goddess of 
Liberty, attracted the attention of 
every person in the hall. The dele- 
gates all rose to their feet and did 
homage to her. 
With two flags which 


were handed her the priestess of the 
Boies boom redoubled her exertions. 
Every delegate and the entire audience 
were on their feet, shouting and 
waving handkerchiefs at her. A Boies 
banner was carried to her, and when 
she flourished it a great roar of sound 
rolled through the hall. 


Scene Beyond Description. 


In a few moments she started down 


the steps to the floor and toward the 
platform with the banner, and the 
scene was beyond description. The 
convention shouted itself hoarse and 
the lady took up her position with the 
Iowa delegation. Thence she came to 
the front and was almost crushed in 
crowd. There were cries of "Take 
the platform!" but they were 
not 


heeded. Returning the banner to the 
Iowa delegation, the excitement sub- 
sided. It was then learned that the 
lady waa Miss 
Minnie Murray of 


Nashua, Iowa. While the scene lasted 
it was an exaggeration of that at 
Minneapolis four years ago, when two 
ladies headed the demonstrations for 
Blaine and Harsison respectively. 
The incident occupied sixteen minutes.
